‘Tue Report on the Trade of Corea 
and Abstract of Statistios for tho year 
1905, issued by the Chief Commissioner 
of Corean Customs, consists of only 
twenty-seven pages, but its interest is 
enhanced by the fact that it is the 
firdt Report issued since the Corean 
Customs camo under the new régime 
brought about by the retiremeut off 
Mr. McLeavy Brown. It is still, of 
course, difficult to give figures to bear 
comparison with what have been in the 
past, or will be in the future, normal 
years, 

The concise statement of the actual 
condition of trade by Mr. H. W. 
Davidson, the Secretary to the Chief} 
Commissioner, indicates that satisfac- 
tory progress has been’ made in several 
directions.

This is an increase of more than 
seven million yen over the total of 
the preceding year, and, secing that 
the country has not yet completely net- 
tled after the war, this may be accounted 
satisfactory showing. During the past 
year the currency of Corea has been 
changed. The old nickel coin has 
been for the most part replaced by 
a newer and better, bearing the 
same face value the Japanese 
five-sen piece and backed by silver 
fifty and twenty-cent pieces, All of 
theso are interchangeable at par with 
the Japanese coinage. Tho advantage 
of this is obvious as it doe y with 
the uncertainty which has existed 
during the Inst few years by reason of 
the possibility of a sudden variation of 
the exchange between Japanose and 
Corean money, which possibility was 
always a source of anoyance and in- 
convenienceto foreigners doing business 
with the Coreans. 

The crops of cereals, it is pointed 
out, gave a fairly average yield, but 
‘owing to a prolonged rainy season, and 
the exceptionally severe storm of.the 
$rd_ of September, it did not come up 
to the expectations formed, 

In considering the direct. foreign 
trade only, showing net total imports 
of 31,959,582 yon, and exports (goods 
6,904,301 yen aud gold, 5,206,805 yen) 
of 11,106 yen, another enormout 
balance against’ Corea of 19,848,476 
yen is recorded. In 1902 the adverse 
balance was only 160,233 yen, while in 
1900 there was over two million yen 
in favour. 

The revenue reached a total of 
2,293,250,17 you. - Of this sum impors 
duties account for 1,966,794.23 yon, by 
st amount ever collected. 
5 anipwnt-to 263,919.69 
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yen. Tonnage dues were 62,536 35 
yen, being an increase of 9,299.50 yen.

The 
value of exports of Corean products to 
foreign countries (6,905,301 yen) is 
less than that of the ious year by 
29,203 yen, This is wore than ac- 
aounted for by the continued decrease 
in the export of rice. The value of 
foreign goods (1,012,270 yen) re- 
exported to foreign ‘countries was 
almost double that of the year 
1904 (597,211 yen). With reference 
to the const trade there has been n 
further advance on the figures reached 
last year, in the carriage of both 
foreign goods and native produce be- 
tween treaty ports. Tho total value 
of goods thus carried amounts to nerr- 
ly ten million yen, almost evenly 
divided between foreign and native 
goods. Fifty licences have been issued 
to foreign vessels to trade at unopened 
porta and on the rivers of Core 
the commencement of the working of 
the new Coast Navigation Regulations. 

Turning to the shipping we find the 
following interesting statistics. During 
the year 3,721 Japane: 
entered with a tonnage of 
American steamers 214 entries with a 
tonnage of 114,t00, Corean steam 
963 entries of 191,569 tons. The 
Russian is seen again for the first 
time sinco the outbreak of the 
war by shree ‘entree, “The, export 
of gold shows an increase of nearly 
200,000 yen, amounting in all 
to 5,206,805 yen. 

The Report closes with a brief 
reference to the inauguration during 
the year of various means by which 
resourees of the country may more 
easily be got at, and by which the 
market for foreign gools may be ex-

THE FLOODS IN 
HUNAN, 


29nd May. 

News from Hunan continues to 
come in and to show that the ex- 
tent ofthe floods and their viru- 
lence ate even worse than has previ- 
ously been reported. Since the rain 
stopped about a fortnight ago, more 
or less, the water has been gradu- 
ally receding, but with such an 
enormous area deep under water in 
the northern part of the province, 
as woll as the immanse volume of 
water contioually coming down 
from all the upper rivers, this reces 
sion is likely to be slow.

CHINESE 
OR SPANIARD. 


19th May. 


ON the 8th of the present month 
we published a letter from “True 
Spaniard” on whab he described 
as “a very old and very tedious 
question.” For the information 
of our correspondent and others 
inberested, we published an exact 
of a cortificite of Spanish. 
lisation issued this year to 
a Chinese, together with an 
Eaglish translation. 

‘The immediate result of this 
discussion of the question was that 
on the following morning, Mr. 
HL. G. del Castillo, the Spanish 
Consul here, notified that a meetin;

hai would be held at his consulate 
ab 5 pm. on that day, ‘The object 
of the meeting was that those 
present might “be informed about 
a subject of general intercst.” A 
second communication which we 
publish this morning ; from "True 
Spaniard,” who was present, 
makes interesting, we had almost 
said amusing, reading. We are 
not certain as to how far the meet- 
ing was a representative one—it 
certainly was not from his account 
fa very numerously attended one— 
the total number present being 











appears in the other document.” 
This makes it evident that the so- 
called certificates of Spanish 
nationality held by Chinese are 
valueloss—they are, “ simply useless 
pieces of paper,” for “true and 
legitimate certificates of Spani: 
nationality are not given to certify 
that protection has been obtai 
but to certify that Spanish nation- 
ality has boen justified.” 

It is time that this matter should 
be fully investigated. Representa- 
tions have already been mide to the 
Spanish Consul here ; the Spanish 
Minister in Peking hus had his 
attention culled to it; it has crop- 
ped up at the Mixed Couct from 
time to time in connection with 
gambling and other churges, and 
only this week we have published 
Mr. J. C. Hunson’s letter on the 
subjec’, in which he draws attention 
to some of the evil results insepira- 
ble from the present un lesirable 
state of things. But the most 
gratifying result attained is the fact 
that an official communication has 
been sent from H. E. Jui, the Shang- 
hai Taotai, to Mr. Castillo. This 
communication, of which a draft 
appeared in yesterday's “Sinwan-

Wo have received « letter, written 
in Chinoso, of which the following is n 
translation, with a requost for pyblioa- 
tion 





‘The writer is a native of Changsha, 
Hunan, Péng Lan-sing by name, and n 
Christian pastor. Some years ago bo 
was sent by the London Mir ty 
Hunan province to e'art Christian 
sovietios, to establish chnrches, and to 
exhort people to do good. Ho madu 
his hoadquartors in the city of Hing: 
chou, where he has been over ton years. 
During the prosont spring wo wore 
visited by incessaut downpours of 
rain, commencing from the 20th of the 
3rd ‘moon to tho begi 
moon, resulting int 
rivers, overflooding the level ground to 
the height of sovoral tens of feot. In the 
South the waters starting from Yung- 
chou came flooding the Héngchou ri 
Ta the West the waters rushing from 
the Te‘ao river camo dashing against 
the walls of Héogchou city, while 
Eastward the waters of the Lai rivor 
also came—rushing down in our city 
walls, In consequence of this meeting of 
waters the prefecture of Héngchon with 
its soveral district citios, abore and bi 
low, on the right and on the left, on tl 
North, South, Kast and West have been 
inundated to the depth of several tens 
of fect. Innumerable lives of old and 
young have been lost, and houses and 
Awellings destroyed ' thereby. ‘Those

THE EARTHQUAKE 
IN CALIFORNIA. 


FIRST DETAILED MAIL 
DESCRIPTIONS, 








Fuow Szarrue Parens, 

Seattle papers which arrived by the 
R. M. 8. Empress of China on Satur- 
day morning brought the first detailed 
accounts of the awful earthquake which 
ruined San Fravcisco and spread destruo- 
tion through many towns and districta 
of California on the 18th ultimo, 
The magnitude of tho disaster is 
revealed most plainly in the sories of 
splendid photographs roproduced in the 
“Beattle Daily Times.” These, much 
better than the lurid fanciful pictures 
immediately printed, tell a tale of horror 
‘and dosteuction which bas few parall 
in history. 

From the many oolumua of reading 

ected, telegraphed, and writ- 
small band of devoted n 
pondents we can spare space 
few selections. 
19th ult. the “Times” con- 


‘Tho dreadful shook came 
without warning at procisoly 6.13 o'clock 
yesterday morning, ite motion apparent- 
ly being from east to west. At first the 
upheaval of the earth was gradual, but 
in a few seconds it increased in inten- 
sity. Chimneys began to fall aud build- 
ings to crack, tottering on their foun- 
ns. 

Puorts Panso-ernicken. 

People became panic-strickon and 
rushed to the streets, most of them in 
their night attire. They were mot by 
showors of falling buildings, brick cor- 
nices and walls, Many wero instantly 
crushed to death while others wore 
condfully rang! 

‘Those who remained indoors gene- 
rally escaped with their lives, though 
scores wero hit by detached’ plaster, 
pictures, and artioles thrown to tho 
floor by the shock. It is believed that 
more or leas loss was sustained by noar- 
ly overy family in tho city. 

Tho tall stool-framo structures stood 
the earthquake better than the brick 
buiddings, few of thom being badly dam- 

aged. The big eleven-story Monadnock 
ofice building, in the course of con- 
truction, adjoining the Palace Hotel, 
was un ‘exception, however, the rear 
wall collapeing and many cracke boing 
made across its front. 

Some of the docks and freight sheds 
along the waterfrout slid. into tho bay. 
Deep fissures opened in the filled-in 
ground near the shore, and the Union 
ferry depot was damaged.

cil again replied emphasising the 
magnitude of the entire question on

t can hardly be claimed that 
the public correspondence which 
haseince taken place amounts to “n 
definite mandate,” for the argument 
has been almost entirely on one 
side.

The 
whole region is one vast expanse of 
turgid waters, and even the streots 
within the city walls aro flooded 
several foot resulting in tho collapso of 
parte of soveral official yaméns and 
many private houses, driving the 
sufferers to climb trocs and houso- 
tops to seek for refuge and cutting 
them off from food supplies. The 
cries of tho hungry sufforors aro indeed 
heart-rending to the ear, while the 
sight of so much sufforivg makes one 
sud indeod. Such has beon the extent 
‘of the people's sufforing that this 
calamity is the worst that has boon 
seen for over # hundred years in 
Hunan. 

In my capacity as profect of this 
place I fool my inability to relieve the 
sufferings of my people, and willingly 
would sacrifice myself and my-family 
if I could by 80 doing save my 
people from further suffering. In the 
meantime I have contributed towards a 
fund for the purchase of rico and am 
assisted in the relief by the gentry of 
the efty who have also engaged beats to 
carry food to the famine sufferers, 
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of the city to open the granaries 
ribute rice and have further 
petitioned the Governor and Viceroy 
for pecuniary assistance to purchase 
food for the sufferers. 

T now beg to acknowledge with 
thanks the receipt yesterday of con- 
tributions of ten dollars each from your- 
self the Rev. K’eh, Rev. Kob, Dr T'u, 
‘and the Chinoso person P'éng, respec- 
tively, and I beg to state that I bai 
already handed money to the gentry 
charge of the Relief Buroxu.
